EVERGREENS: Plant between Sept. 1 and June 15. Leave burlap on ball, merely loosening 
at top; water well after filling hole 2/3 full of soil. 


DECIDUOUS: While dormant, about Oct. 15 to May I, dig hole large enough to spread roots 


fully; fill to 1/2 with soil, water well and after water soaks in tamp soil firmly in remainder 


of hole. s
